ROOSEVELT MAKES 
HIS OWN COFFEE 
FOR BREAKFAST 


‘Loves to,’ Wife Says, in 
Laughing Over His Recipe 


for Re-using Grounds. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 


President Roosevelt — personally’ 
makes his own morning cup of 
coffee, Mrs. . Roosevelt disclosed 
today, adding that the Chief Exec- 
utive still insists that it makes 
good coffee to boil it again. 

Mayor LaGuardia of New York 
has advocated adding a “sprinkle” 
of fresh coffee to used grounds and 
reusing. The President has recom- 
mended drying the grounds be- 
fore reusing, and adding a _ tea- 
spoonful of fresh coffee before 
boiling. 

“Just for fun,” a reported said at 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s press conference, 
“T tried out the President’s coffee 


recipe—and “it’s awful!” Mrs. 
Roosevelt laughed. 
Another reporter asked: “Do you 


know whether the President has 
ever tried out his own recipe?” 
Mrs. Roosevelt, still laughing, said 
she didn’t know. 
The President’s breakfast is 
served on a tray in his bedroom, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said, and he “loves 
to make his own coffee.” He uses 
a small glass coffee maker on an 
electric burner. : 

Mrs. Roosevelt added that he 
could easily save grounds and 
make a second cup of coffee. +

Nurses’ Aid Knocks ee 
Survivors With Jiu Jitsu 


to Keep Them in Hand 


Scenes at Blaze. 


BOSTON, Nov. 30 (AP).—A 20- 
| year-old Red Cross nurse’s aid told 
today how she used jiu-jitsu to 
knock out. a couple of survivors 
who got out of hand. as she en- 
countered her first actual experi- 
ence during the Cocoanut Grove 
Night Club fire, 

' Nina Underwood of Winchester 
| gave emergency treatment:to many |< 
men and women in improvised am- 
bulances and led soldier stretcher- 
bearers among the twisted bodies 
inside the ruins, 

| “T had to knock down two sur- 
vivors with jiu-jitsu because they 
got out of hand,” she said. “They 
were outside.on the street.” 

“We showed taxicab drivers how 
to- make - their . overcoats into 
stretchers and during the trips to 
‘the hospital I gave artificial respi- 
;ration three times and gave treat- 
ment for shock,” she added. 

“The first time I went inside the 
club building,” she said, “it was all 
smoke and I could see the bodies 
on the floor. The second time, be- 
cause I knew the way, I led a 
group of soldier stretcher-bearers 
inside. 

“Whenever I went inside the 
building the police warned me that 
the roof might cave in. But we 
were too busy to think about that.” 

She told of the “great work” of 
Civilian Defense and sefvice men 
and of the “spunky” soldiers and 
sailors who “ran right into the 
thick of things.” 

But the incident that remained 
uppermost in her mind was “a stir 
in a big bunch of bodies. Then 
a sailor got up out of the mass, 
shook himself and staggered away.”

Area—Holds on Three

MOSCOW, Nov. 30 (AP).—Soviet 
shock troops have wrested .an- 
other Don river stronghold from 
the Germans under clearing skies 
on the Stalingrad front and are 
pressing forward through a bliz- 
zard in the offensive west of Mos- 
cow, the Russians said today. 

The Government newspaper Iz- 
vestia reported that 100,000 Ger- 
mans had been killed in 10 days, 
a rate of 10,000 daily, and a special 
communique asserted 66,000 pris 


oners had been taken in the Stal- 
ingrad region alone in the same 
period, 

Moscow observers said the joint 
operations were the greatest un- 
dertaken by the Russians in their 
17 months of war. The Red Army 
divisions were utilizing tactics 
the 1941-42 drive in, 


The Soviet high command did 
not identify the enemy stronghold 
taken east of the Don where new 
Nazi lines were broken in an over- 
night’ advance of several miles 
and 1000 Germans were reported 
killed. The Russian infantrymen 
were supported by tanks and ar- 
tillery as they moved forward in 
the second break-through in this 
sector northwest of Stalingrad 24 
two days. 


Southwest of Stalingrad the sith, 
sian offensive also moved forward 
successfully, the noon communi- 
que reported, and another town 
and large stores of Axis food and 
medical supplies were captured. 
The. special communique, issued 
last night, told how the Russians 
had driven from the Stalingrad- 
Krasnodar railroad line to capture 
the town of Obilnaya, 80 miles 
south of Stalingrad and 70 miles 
southeast of Kotelnikovski. 


Russians Threaten Gzhatsk. - 


The midday communique an- 
nounced the capture of several 
more communities on the central 
front. An arm of the offensive 
pushed south from Rzhey along 
the Rzhev-Vyazma railroad, threat- 
ening to take from the rear the 
advanced Nazi stronghold at 
Gzhatsk, on the Smolensk highway 
100 miles from Moscow. Rzhev is 
130 miles west and slightly north 
of the capital. 

This was but one phase, how- 
ever, of a drive which Russian dis- 
patches reported: has cut three 
German-contrélled. .railroad lines 
on the central front and isolated 
Velikie Luki, a contested commu- 
nications center only 90 miles from 
the Latvian border and 280 miles 
west of Moscow.

More Bombs On 
Blazing Turin 
Italian City Attacked 


Two Nights in 
Row: 


LONDON, Nov. 30 (AP).—Home- 
based British bombers attacked 
Turin last night for the second 
night in succession and found fires 
started 24 hours earlier still raging 
in the Italian arsenal city, the Air 
Ministry said today. 

The attack was made despite bad 
weather and the raiding force was 
reported as small in comparison 
with the strong formations which 
previously had made the 1500-mile 
round-trip across the Alps to cut 
at the foundations of Mussolini’s 
war economy. 

“Other bombers attacked railway 
communications in Belgium,” the’ 
ministry announced. 

It said two planes were missing. 

Rome’s Report. 

The Italian high command. ac- 
knowledged in a communique 
broadcast by the Rome radio that 
Turin was a target, but said that the 
damage was not heavy and that 
one British bomber fell there. 

This was the twenty-third raid 
on northern Italy since the be- 
oe of the war. and the 

since the opening of the 
new aerial offensive with an as- 
sault on Genoa Oct. 22. 

More than 100,000 incendiaries in 
addition to 8000-pound “blockbust- 
ers” were dropped over Turin in 
the Saturday night raid, and one 

pilot who took part said 
‘the. city’s buildings were - left 
“seethinng as though they Were 
bubbling with molten lava.” 

The Air Ministry announced that 
“the weather over the target was 
good and the attack was heavy 
and concentrated. Good results 
were seen.” 

Center of City Blasted. 

The Italian high command added 
a revealing footnote: damage was 
great, “especially in the center of 
the town,” it said, and the number 
of castialties had not been ascer- 
tained nearly 24 hours after the 
raid, 


Reuters, the British news agency, 
carried a dispatch datelined at 
the Italian frontier, which reported 
that 300,000 of Turin’s 622,000 
population had fled the city under 
repeated air attacks, 


Turin long has been the prin- 
cipal’ automobile manufacturing 
center of Italy, it was second in 
importance only to Milan as a rail- 
road center, and large airplane fac- 
tories had been set up there in 
recent years. 

Milan and the port of Genoa 
have suffered. heavily in British 
raids, but Turin was the target of 
the Royal Air Force’s heaviest 
pounding in the war against Italy 
when long-distance bombers car- 
ried out an almost hour-long at- 
tack on Nov. 20 and two-ton 
bombs were dropped at the rate 
of one a minute. ‘ 

Pilot Describes Scene. 

One pilot,. whose stick of bombs 
dropped diagonally across a fac- 
tory in Saturday night’s raid, said 
that he brought his plane down 
through heavy anti-aircraft fire to 
1600 feet.

Heavy Bombers Attack 
City as Well as Bizerte, 
Tripoli and Sicily—En- 
emy Claims Capture of 
Key Position. 


LONDON; Nov. 30 (AP).—British 
and American forces, supported by 
@ rising tide of aerial blows at the 
enemy on both sides of the Med- 
iterranean, have stormed forward 


to within less than 12 miles of 
Tunis in a drive which has all but 
isolated that, city and Bizerte, main 
Axis-held strong points in Tunisia.

The Allied advance was disc 
today by a headquarters communi- 
que which said fighting now was 
progressing east of Djedeida, which 
is 12 miles northwest of Tunis on 
the Tunis-Bizerte railroad.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
American ground patrols on Gua- 
dalcanal have destroyed “a con- 
siderable amount of enemy arms 
and ammunition,” the Navy an- 
nounced today, while Army bomb- 
ers ranging north of the island 
have heavily damaged a Japanese 
cargo ship and shot down three 


Zero fighters. 

Both actions were carried out 
Nov. 28, Guadalcanal time. 

The patrols scored their suc- 
cesses in the upper Lunga River 
region. The river runs through the 
American-held territory around the 


air field on the northern edge of 
the island, so the fighting was 
south of the American positions in 
the hill country. 

The cargo ship was hit by five 
bombs droppéd by Army Flying 
Fortresses. It was part of a con- 
voy of two cargo vessels and three 
destroyers. Ten Zeros tried to pro- 
tect the convoy and in destroying 
three of them the Fortresses, the 
Navy said, “received no serious 


damage.”

and artillery, have captured a 
beach area about 900 yards east 
of Gona and have pushed on to- 
ward Sanananda, it was disclosed 
today. 

The Australian attack was 
launched after well-co-ordinated, 
all-day air attacks over the Buna- 

® Gona area had softened up some 
of the Japanese positions. 

The advance (which apparently 
has cut through the elongated Jap- 
anese beachhead to the coast) is 
believed to have cut off a pocket 
at Gona holding several hundred 
Japanese. 

United States Flying Fortresses 
dropped many  thousand-pound 
bombs on the Gona area, start- 
ing several fires and blowing up 
an ammunition dump, and leaving 
only two small native huts stand- 
ing. 

P-40 fighter planes followed up 
the heavy bombers’ attack with 
effective dive-bombing and ma- 
chine-gun attacks. 

(The Australians’ drive to the 
beach presumably would cut com- 
munications between the main Jap- 
anese centers of resistance, Gona 
and Buna, some 20 miles to the 
southeast. Sanananda, toward 
which the Australians are driving 
lies about halfway down the curv- 
ing coast between Buna and Gona.) 

Two Jap Destroyers Hit. 

Other flying fortresses, mean- 
while, rode out storms to bomb four 
enemy destroyers caught off New 
Britain, apparently making anoth- 
er attempt to reinforce the Jap- 
anese in New Guinea. Two ships 
were hit definitely; others fled 
northward at full steam. 

In still another area, American- 
piloted A-20 attack bombers and 
Aussie-manned Beaufighters made 
a late evening and early morning 
attacks on Lae Airdrome, up the 
New Guinea coast from Buna. 

The A-20’s bombed and strafed 
from 60 feet, catching machine- 
gun fire from Japanese high in 
palm trees, 

Behind them came the Beau- 
fighters, machine-gunning enemy 
planes on the ground, hitting at 
least five of them. 

Hours after the Fortress pilots 
returned from their attack on the 
destroyers the pilots were good- 
naturedly arguing about who got 
what. 

The: planes sighted the destroy- 
ers shortly after noon moving in 
formation, two abreast. The dis- 
tance between the front and rear 
rows was about 1000 yards and the 
ships were executing violent ma- 
meuvers in an effort to dodge the 
fortresses’ 500-pound bo1.1bs. 

All Pilots Claim Hits. 

Since each pilot was positive he 
scored at least one hit, it was a 
toss-up who got the two ships. 

Capt. Benton 8. Daniels of Hollis, 
Ok., said his bombs hit directly 
across the deck of one ship behind 
the stacks. When last seen the 
vessel was burning, listing sharply, 
and trying to reach a nearby island. 

Capt. Marshall Nelson of Fisher, 
Til, said he took his bombardier 
on only one run and that two 
bombs struck the target. 

The second ship, on which all the 
planes reported hits or near misses, 
was last seen limping in the same 
direction of the other wounded de- 
etroyer. 

All the Allied planes were un- 
damaged despite heavy anti-air- 
craft fire.

-COCOANUT GROVE FIRE 
AMONG NATION'S WORST 
IN TOLL OF LIVES TAKEN 


By the Associated Press. 
HE Boston Cocoanut Grove 
T fire ranks among the nation’s 
worst fire disasters on the 
basis of the toll of lives taken. 

The greatest toll was taken in 
ra marine disaster June 15, 1904, 
when the steamship General 
Slocum caught fire in the East 
River off New York. A total of 
1021 persons, many of them 
Sunday school children, died. 

On Dec. 30, 1903, Chicago's 
Iroquois Theater burst into 
flames and 602 were- burned to 
death. 

About 500 died in the San 
Francisco earthquake and fire 
of 1906.

Police Commissioner Joseph F. 
Timilty indicated in an interview 
that under the law, a 16-year-old 
boy “isn’t supposed to” work in a 
place where liquor is sold. 

The busboy whose match started 
the inferno was identified by 
Deputy Police Superintendent 
James R. Claflin as Stanley F. 
Tomaszewski. 

The boy related, Claflin said, 
that he was trying to replace an 
electric light bulb which had been 
unscrewed by a prankster in the 
recently opened Melody Room of 
the club when the. match flame 
brushed the flimsy palm and set 
off the devastating blaze. 

Claflin quoted the boy as say- 
ing: 

“A patron came into the place 
and unscrewed a bulb in the 
celling. This made the room too 
dark. One of the waiters came 
to me and asked me to screw the 
bulb back in. 

“I stood on a chair to do it. I 
lighted a match and held it while 
I scréwed the bulb in with the 
other hand. The match set fire 
to the palm tree. That is how 
the fire started.” 

The flames swept through the 
highly inflammable decorations as 
the orchestra leader raised his ba- 
ton to signal for the national an- 
them as a prelude to the Saturday 
night floor show. Within seconds 
the crowded night club was a bed- 
lam, as screaming women and 
horror-stricken men dashed for 
exits, tumbling over each other on 
the jam-packed stairways. 

District Fire Chief William J.

As quickly as possible, physi- 
cians and specialists in the treat- 
ment of burns, mustered by the 
Boston Committee on Public Safe- 
ty, were ministering to the in- 
jured, using blood plasma rushed 
from the Red Cross in Washing- 
ton, and pain and poison-allaying 
sulfa drugs. 

Deputy Fire Chief John F, Mc- 
Donough told investigating offi- 
cials that he found a number of 
bodies, some within 10 feet of a 
door equipped with a panic lock 
designed to open under pressure, 


been secured by another lock. 

The death of many of the vic- 
tims was ascribed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Timothy Leary to mon- 
oxide poisoning and smoke inhala- 
tion. He said that a number were 
“terribly burned” after death. 

The stampede for the exits be- 
gan, fire officials said, when a girl, 
detecting a thin wisp of smoke 
curling along the walls, shouted 
“Fire,” and within seconds the 
crowd broke for the doorways. 

The wrecked stucco building re- 
sembled a huge brick oven after 
the flames had been extinguished, 
with hardly a scorched spot on the 
outside walls and roof, but with 
the interior a mass of debris.

Long Lines at Mortuaries to Iden- 
tify Bodies, 
Long lines of stunned men and 
women inched slowly forward out- 
Side the Northern and Southern 
mortuaries today as the slow 
process of identifying victims of 
Boston's worst fire continued. Most 
of the people were amazingly calm, 
apparently shocked by the sudden- 
ness of the disaster. 
Gradually, two at a time, those 
seeking relatives and friends were 
admitted to the morgues. Inside 
they were asked to describe those 
they were seeking, and these de- 
scriptions were checked with lists 
prepared by police and doctors de- 
lineating in every available detail 
the features, wearing apparel and 
jewelry of the still unidentified. 
In cases where the details seemed 
to check, the people were allowed 
to view the bodies, Attendants had 
worked many hours doing what 
they could with the burned, dis- 
torted bodies, hoping to make iden- 
tification partly bearable. But they 
had not been altogether successful. 
People took ‘quick looks at bodies 
and then hurried out. Some broke 
down. Those who did wept quietly 
on comforting shoulders. Once a

His unselfish labors have aided in 
the development of strength of 
character and wholesome living in 
many a youth who needed a help- 
ing hand at the time it was ex- 
tended. To Mr. Kiel as a great 
leader in the charity of our city 
we owe profound gratitude and ap- 
preciation. 

Support of Municipal Opera. 
“The second of his two non-offi- 
cial public services which are 
among the best known is his active 
and unceasing support of the Mu- 
nicipal Opera. From its very origin 
he has never failed to put behind 
it the full force of his personality 
and zeal. Threatened, as it was, 
with failure in its early days, it 
was his determination, resource- 
fulness and energy to which is giv- 
en major credit for the survival of 
the opera. For 22 of its 24 years 
of history he has been the presi- 
dent of the association which has 
so successfully managed this great 
enterprise for the enjoyment and 
recreation of our citizens. The as- 
sembled audiences, vast in number 
and constituted.not only of people 
from throughout our city but also 
of those attracted from afar by 
the reputation of this unique en- 
tertainment enterprise, owe to this 
man in large part the pleasure 
which on the evenings of the sum- 
mer season they enjoy in the de- 
lightful surroundings of Forest 
Park, 

“To recite in detail Mr. Kiel’s 
contributions to the civic life of St. 
Louis would require far more time 
than is available in this service. 
There is one, however, to Which it 
would be decidedly inappropriate 
not to refer. For many years he 
has had especial joy in his service 
with a group of people who have 
lightened many a burden, eased 
many a hardship and saved many 
a soul. That group is a band of 
soldiers. It is found upon. the 
street corner, in the mission and 
en the waterfront, in“the home of 
the needy, the stricken, the op- 
pressed. These soldiers are band- 
ed together as an army for saving 
people, materially arid spiritually, 
They constitute what is appropri- 
ately called the Salvation Army. 

“To that great army Mr. Kiel 
was profoundly devoted. He was 
active in his membership upon its 
advisory board. He was proud of 
his being selected as treasurer of 
that board. He was loyal and re- 
sponsive to every call from the 
commanding officer of that army.

lowed gasoline to splash out and 
flow onto a hot exhaust pipe. 

Waiting for Station to Open. 

At filling stations, today’s busi- 
ness started off with a rush. R. G. 
Chamblin, operator of a station at 
4140 Lindell boulevard, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that five 
automobiles were lined up waiting 
for gasoline when the station was 
opened ‘at 7 a. m. 

“Normally we open with a crew 
of three men,” Chamblin said, “but 
this morning we are working six 
men to take care of the rush. The 
big demand is for the premium 
grade of gasoline. That has been 
going on for the past two or three 
months. The demand for premium 
gasoline is twice as heavy as that 
for the standard grade. A year 
ago only 30 per cent of our sales 
were made up of premium gaso- 
line. 

Cans Must Be Painted Red. 

“About one out of 10 customers 
has some containers that“he wants 
filled, in addition to the tank in 
the car. In the main, the contain- 
ers are five-gallon cans, painted 
red. Occasionally, someone brings 
in a few one-gallon cans. Of 
course, they must be painted red 
or we do not fill them.” 

Premium gasoline was selling fast 
at the Site Oil Co. station at 3707 
Market street, Manager Lester 
Good told the Post-Dispatch. “We 
sold 1900 gallons of gasoline Sun- 
day and most of it was premium 
gas,” Good said. : 

“The previous Sunday we sold 
about 500 gallons. Our supply is 
adequate to any demand that may 
come today. At this station the 
rush is slow in starting, but we 
expect to be working at top speed 
as the deadline approaches, 

Melvin Robidoux, attendant at 
the Beck Service Station, 3671 
South Grand boulevard, said, the 
rush was slow in starting there, 
but that the supply of gasoline 
was adequate to meet any demand. 

Similar statements were made by 
attendants at the J. H. Glaser & 
Son service station, 6305 Natural 
Bridge road. “There’s not so much 
of a rush now,” one explained, 
“put we're all prepared for what 
we know will come this evening.” 

Reserves Built Up. 

R. W. May, manager of the St. 
Louis division, Standard Oil Co., 
said that his company had grad- 
ually built up the gasoline reserves 
at its stations in this area. “We 
have plenty of gasoline on hand,” 
May stated. “All our deliveries 
are made by truck and we are pre- 
pared to keep them rolling all day 
and up until midnight to fill all 
orders that we receive.”

night club in Boston Saturday 
night was related in a telephone 
conversation yesterday by two for- 
mer St. Louisans, Mr, and Mrs. 
Charles W. Disbrow. 

Mrs. Disbrow, the former Miss 
Augusta Langdon Connett, was 
still shaken by the experience 
when she called her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William C. Connett, 4422 
Lindell boulevard. She told her 
parents she and her husband had 
not yet learned whether other 
members of their night club party 
had escaped the sweeping fire that 
claimed at least 477 lives, 

The Disbrows were seated at a 
table in the main room of the 
club when flames suddenly licked 
up a mass of inflammable decora- 
tions. A moment later she related, 
the lights went out and the room 
was full of smoke and flames and 
screams of terror. Disbrow caught 
his 23-year-old wife’s hand and the 
two. struggled through the panic- 
stricken crowd toward the hall 
that led to the lounge and the 
street entrance. 

Everybody Hysterical. 

“We couldn’t see a thing,” she 
related. “There wasn’t much fire 
at first. But the smoke was blind- 
ing. And everybody was scream-

and her husband found themselves 
in a remote corner of the club, 
away from most of the crowd. Dis- 
brow, she said, suddenly felt a 
draft of air on his back. 

“We followed the draft,” Mrs. 
Disbrow related, “until we came 
to a kind of skylight opening on 
the street. Charles reached up 
and broke the glass with his fist. 
He cut himself, but he didn’t even 
notice it at the time.” 

Mrs. Disbrow said the opening 
was well above her head, and her 
husband lifted her in his arms and 
pushed her through the broken 
pane. Then, she said, Disbrow felt 
two other women clutch him, and 
he helped them through the sky- 
light to the street. After several 
attempts, she said, Disbrow was 
able to pull himself through the 
window, and to safety. 

Finding Skylight Saved Them, 

“We nearly froze then,” Mrs. 
Disbrow said. “We had lost our 
coats and all I had on was a thin 
evening gown. But we were safe, 
and the only thing that saved us 
was finding that window. Almost 
everybody else tried to get out 
through the main entrance. We 
could never have got tnrough that 
crowd.” 

The Disbrows have made their 
home in Boston since their mar- 
riage here in 1938. Disbrow, 35 
years old, is manager of the Bos- 
ton office of the American Auto In- 
surance Co. of St. Louis. He is a 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Wesley Disbrow.

I half leaned over into the build- 
ing to grasp bodies dragged to the 
window by firemen. These were 
hoisted through the window and 
onto waiting stretchers. One Cath- 
olic priest asked me to notify him 
of any of the living. Of the 20 or 
more which I helped take out at 
this point I saw signs of life only 
in two, one a man and one a 
woman. 

“Don’t Smother Me.” 


A Navy man was standing be- 
side me with an armful of blan- 
kets to cover the bodies. We cov- 
ered one, a man who looked to be 
dead, and as the blanket was 
pulled up over his face he shouted, 
“Don’t smother me.” 

The body of a woman appeared 
to move slightly and then she 
moaned as we placed her on the 
stretcher. She was marked “emer- 
gency, rush” and hurried away to 
a hospital. 


Many of Victims Suffocated. 


Most of the people I saw at this 
point seemed to have been suffo- 
cated. 

I took time out to call to the 
office and came back to the rear 
of the building, across the street 
from which had been set up an 
emergency morgue in a garage. 

I counted 32 bodies, some fright- 
fully burned, which were piled in 
rows against the wall. Some of 
these were nearly nude and all had 
suffered burns of lesser or greater 
degree. 

Outside, the military had unoffi- 
cially taken over and were bat- 
tling with a milling mob contain- 
ing people who thought they had 
friends and relatives in the build- 
ing. 

Returning to the Piedmont street 
entrance I went inside to give fur- 
ther assistance for we had been 
informed it was now possible to 
get bodies out of the cellar. 


Mayor Tobin Helping. 


The smoke still was very thick 
as we fought our way over toward 
the entrance to the Melody Lounge, 
Mayor Maurice J. Tobin of Boston 
was at my side and suddenly I 
stepped into a hole that trapped 
one of my feet. I wrenched free 
and started to the head of the 
stairs but tripped over a chair and 
narrowly escaped plunging down 
the flight. 


As I backed away a sailor was 
wrenching from the wall some sort 
of a switch box that hampered our 
rescue work. As he gave a tug a 
table toppled over and. smashed 
down on one of my feet. For- 
tunately I was wearing a pair of 
steel-toed safety shoes. 


At this point order seemed to be 
more nearly restored and we went 
at the work of taking the bodies 
out of the cellar. It still was dif- 
ficult to see because of the thick 
smoke. 


When the last body was reported 
taken out, I looked around the 
room of the ground floor. It was 
a shambles. Chairs and _ tables 
were upended, crockery and glass- 
ware was strewn everywhere, as if 
a tornado had passed through the 
room, 


I was ordered to one of the 
large hospitals, where many had 
been taken and here again the 
scene was heart-rending as people 
sought to get some word of their 
loved ones. 


Stories of Survivors. 


Some of the stories told by sur- 
vivors were unforgettable. Rich- 
ard W. Davis of Brookline, an es- 
timator at the Fore River Ship- 
yard, said he and his wife escaped 
by crawling on their hands and 
knees into the cellar of the club 
and then squeezing through a tiny 
window. 


“The fire spread with terrible 
rapidity,” Davis said. “Before we 
went to the cellar, I looked back at 
the dance floor. People were fight- 
ing to get out of the club. Pan-

RITISH military sources de-

Prime Minister Churchill said:

troops in Russia “have the con- 
solation of knowing that they 
have been commanded and led 
not by the German general staff 
but by Corp. Hitler himself.” 

The military sources, in a 
month-end review of the United 
Nations’ November successes, 
asserted that any trained sol- 
dier could have seen the danger 
of Marshal Erwin Rommel’s po- 
sition at El Alamein and that 
of Col.-Gen. von Hoth before 
Stalingrad and would have or- 
dered withdrawals to more de- 
fensible positions. 

Certainly the astute German 
general staff would have acted 
differently, these authorities 
commented.

The Germans have thrown in re- 
serves in that fighting, but so far 
the fresh troops had been spent in 
vain, it was asserted. 

Thousands of New Nazi Losses. 
“Our troops have occupied a 
number of populated places and in 
a day of fighting captured 55 guns, 
64 machine guns, eight tanks, 20 
stores of military supplies and am- 
munition and provisions,” the spe- 
cial communique said.

bappen to them or not.” 


He reviewed Allied strategy on 

the African and Russian fronts, 
discussed what he called a “re- 
ynion” of France, and its “resur- 
rection,” following “extinction of 
the Vichy fraud,” and spoke som- 
berly of the portents of 1943 as 
poding new tests “in the face of 
yictory.” 

‘t promise nothing, I predict 
nothing,” Churchill said. “I cannot 
even guarantee that more successes 
are not on the way. 

“The dawn of 1943 will soon 
loom red before us and we. must 
brace ourselves to cope with the 
trials and problems of what must 
be a stern and terrible year.” 

But he emphasized that “now 
at this moment the First British 
Army is striking hard at the last 
remaining footholds of the Ger- 
mans and Italians in Tunisia.” 


‘We Shall Use Africa 
To Come to Closer Grips.’ 


“American, British and French 
troops are pressing forward side 
by side,” he said. “We expect to 
expel the enemy before long from 
the 2000 miles of African coastline. 
But Africa is no halting place. It 
is not a seat but a _ springboard. 
We shall use Africa to come to 
closer grips.” 

The Russian battles are “moving 
forward to a climax,” he said in 
a reference to the Eastern front, 
and weakened German _ divisions 
must prepare themselves “for a 
second dose of what they got last 
year.”

We have not reached them yet. 


But we are becoming ever more 
entitled to be sure that the awful 
perils which might well have blot- 
ted out our life and all we have 
and cherish will be surmounted 
and that we shall be preserved for 
further service in the vanguard of 
mankind. 


We have to look back along the 
path we have trod the last three 
years of toil and strife to value 
properly all we have escaped and 
all we have achieved. No mood 
of boastfulness, of vainglory, of 
overconfidence, must cloud our 
minds but I think we have a right, 
which history will indorse, to feel 
we had the honor to play a part 
in saving the freedom and future 
of the world. 


Empire Praised 
For Stand in ’40 


The wonderful association of 
states and races spread over the 
globe, call it the British Empire 
or the British Commonwealth if 
you will—I do not quarre] about it 
—and above all, our small island, 
stood in the gap alone in a deadly 
hour. 


Here we stood firm though all 
was drifting. Throughout the Brit- 
ish Empire not one community fal- 
tered. It was very dark. 


Here we kept the light burning 
which now spreads broadly over 
the vast array of the United Na- 
tions.

AIR POWER AND EUROPE 


By Paul Schubert 
Military and Naval Analyst 


OW that we have invaded 

North Africa and are moving 

toward the Battle of Tunisia, 
we face a struggle for command 
of the air over the battle area 
and over the most important sup- 
ply depots behind the fronts—be- 
hind our own. front and behind 
the enemy front. The winner of 
this struggle will have a tremen- 
dous advantage in the later phases 
of the battle—very likely a decisive 
advantage. 

This form of aerial warfare, in 
which aircraft are used as one 
element of a complex, broadly con- 
ceived military campaign, is so far 
the most successful use to which 
air power has been put. Success- 
ful not in theory but in actual 
practice, 

In this form, air power: has be- 

come a historical fact, demon- 
strated in every one of the war's 
major battles to date—in the con- 
quest of Poland and of France, 
in the Battle of Stalingrad and 
the Battle of El Alamein, and over 
many another field. The demon- 
stration had already begun during 
the last war, and by 1918 was well 
advanced. 
In this form, air power might be 
called “co-ordinate” air power— 
as opposed to the “pure” air 
power of theory. 


Ground Army’s Support. 
Perhaps the reason why co-ordi- 
nated air power has been success- 
ful lies in the fact that the pres- 
ence of an army on the ground— 
at the front and in the supply line 
area behind the front—automat- 
ically provides the aircraft with 
the bones of the ground organiza- 
tion without which aircraft are 
helpless. Theoreticians like to 
think of air power in terms of 
planes. Theoreticians speak al- 
most exclusively of the flight of 
planes through the air, and the 
bombs they can drop, and the dam- 
age they can do. Theoreticians 
say that the only logical reason for 
any kind of ground force, now- 
adays, is to serve air power in a 
distinctly subordinate capacity. 
But, the fact is, the airplane is 
never divorced from the ground. 
The airplane’ is essentially a 
ground creature, not an air crea- 
ture. It can fly only by virtue of 
the supplies fed into it on the 
ground. When those supplies are 
gone, it must return to the ground 
—and return gently, at a spot 
suitable for landing, a spot (in 
the case of a military aircraft) 
in the control of friendly forces. 
The airplane is utterly dependent 
on the surface of the earth—and 
its flight is merely an extension 
of power accumulated on the sur- 
face of the earth. If that power 
is strong, a powerful army backed 
by powerful resources and fed by 
secure supply lines, then the air 
power which springs therefrom can 
be strong. But the further an air- 
plane ranges away from the 
ground area, the airdrome, which 
gives it strength, the weaker it 
becomes as a unit of air power. 
These are axiomatic laws—and 
the European warfare is demon- 
strating them as day follows day. 


Pure Air Power Used. 

Apart from the co-ordinated air 
power, both sides have used “pure” 
air power in the European theater 
of the present war—used it with 
considerable ingenuity, daring and 
skill, So far pure air power has 
been used quite effectively for the 
destruction of city areas, factories, 
and other concentrated targets, 
such as railway yards, and there 
is no doubt that it has had meas- 
urable influence both on war pro- 
duction and in one way or an- 


|other on war-making morale—per- 


haps greater influence than could 
have been gotten by expending the 
same amount of effort in any 
other way. 

True, pure air power, as used 
in mass night-bombing raids or 
mass day-bombing raids, has not 
as yet displayed a knockout, war- 
winning punch, nor anything ap- 
proaching a knockout punch, It 
has not done irreparable damage, 
nor eliminated any city or activity 
permanently from the war. 


travagant, unlimited claims for 
the potentialities of pure air 
power—say the lack of more de- 
cisive success: has been because it 
has never been used with suffi- 
cient daring, sufficient air minded- 
ness and sufficient concentration 
of aerial force, 


Increasingly Used. . 

Perhaps they are right.  Cer- 
tainly pure air power is being 
tried on an ever-increasing scale, 
and the moment may come when 
its concentration of long-range 
destructiveness becomes s0 over- 
whelming as to be the irresistible 
force that does conquer the im- 
movable object. 

But facts, not theory, have 

brought forth several interesting 
points, First, pure air power’s 
most spectacular achievements 
have been against unfortified tar- 
gets; here it has had all the de- 
structiveness possessed by the 
when the gun first appeared, 
fore cities were walled. If the tar- 
gets are undefended as well, pure 
air power approaches the claims 
of the theorists. 
When targets are fortified and 
defended, the story is different, 
and the history of this war is that 
important targets can be and are 
rapidly being fortified against air 
attack, and defended with increas- 
ing effectiveness. It is not hard to 
bomb a target as soft as Genoa. 
It is much harder and costlier to 
attack a Cologne or a Hamburg. 
Significantly, through more than 
three years of warfare, targets 
such as U-boat operating bases, 
which are both defended and forti- 
fied (with bomb-proof docks wun- 
der which the U-boats take shel- 
ter) have remained immune to 
pure air power, though most of 
them are well within bombing 
range, and though of all Axis tar- 
gets their destruction would per- 
haps mean the most to us, 

For all its great theoretical 
promise and undeniable perform- 
ance, pure air power has had 
great limitations, too, in the light 
of warfare’s hard facts. Meantime 
“co-ordinated” air power has been 
striding steadily forward as an es- 
sential ingredient of all victory- 
winning teams on land and sea.

Uruguay Aids Allies. 

Uruguay is not an active belli- 
erent, but she leaves the world in 
no doubt that she is aiding and 
abetting those who are fighting the 
Axis.

Guani, was the first to rise at the 
Rio Conference of Foreign Minis- 
ters last January and break rela- 
tions with Tokyo, Berlin and Rome. 
It was the first country in the 
New World to defy Hitler, when, 
in the early days of the war, the 
Uruguayan government compelled 
Capt. Leinsdorf. to take his dis- 
abled battleship, Graf Spee, out of 
Montevideo harbor, and thus to her 
doom.

The British offen- 
sive of November, 1941, which prompted 
Prime Minister Churchill to say: “What 
Hitler is suffering in Libya is only a 
sample and a foretaste of what we have 
got to give him and his accomplices 
wherever this war should lead us in any 
quarter of the globe,” collapsed at El 
Agheila. And our present offensive is 
just slowing down before the same little 
key point, not even mentioned in the 
largest encyclopedias. 

This is our first great offensive against 
Hitler’s forces.

After three years and more, he was able to tell

Canal. 
He was able to tell of the successful invasion 


of North Africa by American and British forces, 
of the Russian counteroffensive at Stalingrad and 
of the scuttling of the French fleet at Toulon. But 
just as Churchill stood fast throughout years of de- 
feat after defeat, his:exultation over recent events 
was tempered with warnings that the road ahead 
is long and hard. 

Yesterday’s speech was more than a review of 
the war. It was a special appeal to the Italian peo- 
ple to break with their Axis colleagues. (It perhaps 
were better to say Nazi masters.) When he launched 
into this subject, Churchill sounded like the very 
yoice of doom, and the windows must have rat- 
tled with an eerie sound in the Palazzo Venezia 
where Mussolini awaits the collapse of his neo- 
Roman Empire. , 


ian industrial centers, Mr. Churchill said that, once 
the tip of Tunisia is taken, “all munitions establish- 
ments and other military objectives, wherever sit- 
uated, will be brought under prolonged, scientific and 
shattering air attack. It is for th@ Italian people— 
40,000,000 of them—to say whether they want this 
terrible thing to happen to them or not.” 

It may be that the’ Italians could not quit if they 
would, since their country is full of Gestapo agents 
and German “tourists,” but the intimation of further 
disaster in the Prime Minister’s speech surely will 
affect the already impaired morale of a nation 
whose plumes have trailed in the dust in Ethiopia, 
in the war with Greece and now in Africa, where 
100 Italian Generals and 300,000 men are behind 
barbed wire stockades as prisoners of war. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Churchill invent- 
ed a new excuse for his persistent disinclination to 
discuss war aims and the post-war world. He drew 
a contrast between the last armistice, when all fight- 
ing ceased and the victorious nations sat down at 
Versailles all at cross-purposes, and the possibility 
that, after this war ends in Europe, it will still be 
in progress in Asia. In that case, he said, the vic- 
tors will still be bound by fighting ties and the 
European settlement will be easier. But few persons 
who are eager for an advance picture of the post- 
war world and a definition of war aims will be satis- 
fied by that. ‘ 

So that, while the Prime Minister is not only a 
war leader par excellence, but the only conceivable 
war leader for Britain, it is yet to be seen how 
he will loom at the peace table. When he said, as 
he did recently, that he has not become the King's 
First Minister to preside over the liquidation of the 
British Empire, he gave a disquieting impression 
that he thinks the world can revert to the status 
quo ante. If that is so, this war has been improper- 
ly analyzed as one in which great revolutionary 
forces are working to bring about a new and better 
day for mankind. . 

With this reservation, we should like to pay trib- 
ute once again to Mr. Churchill’s magnificent lead- 
ership of the British people and to wish for him, 
on his sixty-efghth birthday, the thing he craves 
with #!l his heart and soul—victory! 
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GAS RATIONING AND COAL. 
Ofe of the first serious complaints in connection 


| coal dealers of the city and was the subject today 
of a conference in the Mayor’s office. 

The complaint was that dealers have not been al- 
lowed enough gasoline for December and the first 
quarter of next year, which includes the coldest 
months of the winter, to enable them to deliver their 
orders. 

ODT officials have said that this is due, in part at 
least, to the failure of dealers to supply adequate in- 
formation as to the amount of truck fuel needed. 
In so far as the problem is merely a question of such 
routine detail, it ought to be speedily solved. It is 
up to the dealers to make their needs clear—and 
speedily. 

However, in so far as the fault may lie with the ra- 
tioning authorities, a change of attitude is in order. 
The Government is urging people to lay in a full 
supply of coal at the earliest possible opportunity, 
and an agency of the Government should not find 
itself in the position of impeding the delivery of 
that coal. Nationafly, the ODT is pushing the “buy 
now” drive, and it makes no sense if the ODT is 
blocking it locally. 

RESULTS OF THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

The special session of the Missouri Legislature 
ended Saturday night. What were the results? 

It cost the State’s taxpayers $100,000—exactly twice 
the amount Gov. Donnell set.in his estimate of the 
session’s expenses. } 

Eleven appropriation bills were passed, for a to- 
tal of $5,203,469, or more than twice the total of 
$2,536,024 recommended by the Governor. 

It ig expected that Mr. Donnell will use his power 
of item veto to pare these bills down to somewhere 
near his estimates. Since the Legislature voted de- 
ficiency appropriations, contrary to his view that 
these are illegal, the Governor will have to decide 
whether to veto such bills. If he does this, it will 
amount to repudiation of the State’s obligations. 

Gov. Donnell recommended $600,000 be appropri- 
ated to restore the 30 per cent cut in old-age pen- 
sions for November andt December. The Legisla- 
ture—to make political capital, or to embarrass the 
Governor—voted $3,000,000, an amount sufficient for 
the entire period since July, 1941. Thus it raised 
the hopes of old-age pensioners over the State, and 
the Governor, if he cuts the appropriation, will dash 
those hopes to the ground. 

Another result of the special session was to make 
known the fact that the Governor’s legalistic, pic- 
ayunish view on deficiency appropriations had re- 
sulted in months of insufficient nutrition for pa- 
tients in the State’s hospitals for the insane and the 
tubercular, This disclosure brought the Governor's 
standing to a new low.

guards against its quick and easy spread, and all de- 
vices for escape. 
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VOLUNTEERS ON THE RATIONING FRONT. 

When rationing came across the American horizon, 
it was accompanied by visions of an enormous and 
costly bureaucratic organization in every communi- 
ty, with agents of the Federal Government supervis- 
ing each household’s use of the limited commodi- 
ties. Instead, the project has been administered al- 
most entirely by the localities themselves. How St. 
Louisans pitched in to get the big job done was told 
in an Everyday Magazine article yesterday, and it 
is an achievement of which the city can be proud. 

The remarkable fact is that virtually everything 
has been done by unpaid volunteers. The executives 
are drawn from among the city’s top business men; 
they have taken virtual leaves of absence from their 
own positions in order to handle this public job. 
Their staffs are composed almost entirely of volun- 
teers from local civic organizations—men and women 
who give from two to five days each week to this 
service, School teachers handled the enormous sugar 
and gasoline registration jobs, Mathematics students 
computed fuel oil rations. Whenever help was need- 
ed in this wartime regulation of the city’s economic 
life, volunteers came to the front. 

These thousands of workers have made possible 
the orderly rationing of tires, autos, bicycles, gaso- 
line, rubber footwear, typewriters, sugar, coffee, fuel 
oil-—and the organization is prepared to take care 
of extension to other items. A rising vote of thanks 
is due these people who have given their time and 
energy to help install the economic regulations nec- 
essary to win the war. Their work is a remarkable 
example of patriotic service on the home front. 
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MR. WICKARD CALLS FOR A FARM OFFENSIVE. 

If possible, the farmer is more important in the 
winning of this war than he has been in any past 
conflict. Today troops cannot live off the land. They 
must be supplied. But, in our case, our allies must 
alsq be supplied, and food for the inhabitants of oc- 
cupied areas is an important weapon for winning 
the battle and for building up that good will which 
is essential to a good peace. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard therefore has 
called on the farmers of America to surpass even 
the record crops of 1942. He has outlined goals for 
next year which are not only larger in bulk, but 
which also call for a shift in the traditional pat- 
tern of our agriculture, There must be, for instance, 
a change of emphasis from wheat to corn, There 
must be more meat and more milk, etc. 3 

In calling for this farm offensive, Mr. Wickard 
recognized the chief complaint of the farmer: lack 
of manpower. He promised that steps would be taken 
not only to stop the drain of essential workers, but 
also to increase the number of workers—year-around 
and seasonal—on the farms. This, of course, must 
be one of the prime purposes of the over-all ‘man- 
power program now in process of formulation. 

There is, however, one more problem faced by 
the farmer seeking to increase his production. He 
needs more machinery, And because of priorities, 
there is noweprecious little of it available to him. 
Therefore, the Wickard program ought to embrace 
a survey looking to the fullest possible use of the 
plows, cultivators, reapers, tractors, etc., now on 
hand, as well as the planned production of as much 
additional machinery as may be necessary. , 

Meantime, the farmers can meet the problem to 
some extent, at least, by a return to the co-operation 


which enabled their forefathers to cut fields out of 


virgin forest and untouched prairie. -

What Will Spain Do? 


Fascist state ruled by stooge of Hitler and Mussolini is now a 


bulwark protecting the Allies’ left flank; Franco, however, may be 
hoping to climb on Allied bandwagon; if he joins Axis and Germans 


From The Boston Daily Globe. 


HE Spanish Government is beginning 
T to find itself hooked on the horns of a 

dilemma. Nor does its discomfort di- 
minish as the German war machine moves 
into place for a counteroffensive against 
North Africa, where the campaign of the 
United Nations, has produced abrupt 
change in Spain’s position. 


With Italy under Hitler’s thumb, and all 
of France now submerged beneath a Nazi 
tide of occupation, Spain is the only large 
nation on the continent of Europe still en- 
joying respite from actual military control 
by the Germans. This immunity has suited 
Hitler for reasons military and political. 


So long as Vichy ruled French Africa 
without interference, Spain, lying apart 
from the actual battle areas, provided a 
useful buffer for the Nazis. Also, Spain 
has been a valuable power station, whence 
Faseist propaganda could be transmitted 
without interruption to Latin America. 


Franco Needs Nazi Victory. 


While the poverty of the nation result- 
ing from the civil war made occupation 
unattractive—because the Germans would 
have to fetch along all their supplies them- 
selves—Franco's willingness to aid German 
policy, his grants of man power to the Ger- 
man Army fighting Russia in the East, and 
the fact that a German defeat would quite 
probably spell his own downfall, all made 
any move toward actual German occupa- 
tion of Spain needless. 


Besides, Hitler has crowded the Iberian 
peninsula with Gestapo agents, These, col- 
laborating with Spanish Falangists (who 
are distinctly cool toward El Caudillo), 
might easily fetch Franco to grief were he 
to threaten to desert the Axis, 


El! Caudillo’s problem arises from the fact 
that the incursion of the Allies into French 
Africa has canceled out most of the value 
to the Germans of Spanish neutrality. 
Spain has become a bulwark protecting 
the whole left flank of Hitler's opponents 


: 


occupy Spanish soil, our African position may be threatened. 


as they press their drive from Morocco to 
Tunisia. Reports of the partial mobilization 
of the Spanish Army are thus understand- 
able. As the advantages to Germany of 
staying out of Spain begin to be overbal- 
anced by the arguments for going in, the 
hour approaches for Franco when he may 
be compelled to choose between two policies. 


Hitler’s record in this war points to 
eventual involvement for Spain. The ques- 
tion confronting Franco is whether to col- 
laborate with the Germans, or to try the 
“heart of gold” tactics of the fugitive men 
of Vichy in French Africa and attempt to 
clamber out of the dangerous bull ring 
aboard the handy Allied bandwagon, hop- 
ing that his advent would be welcomed. 


Might not this prepare the way for res- 
toration of the Spanish monarchy, and 
the formation of:'-the conservative-dom- 
inated Latin bloc consisting of Italy, Spain 
and France? That “bloc” has long beguiled 
the dreams of both Vichy and Madrid. 


If; when the hour strikes, El] Caudillo de- 
cides to join Hitler, consequences to the 
Allies might be serious. The present se- 
curity of their flank in Africa would van- 
ish. Their ability to move supplies through 
the Straits of Gibraltar would be curbed. 


Another Civil War Possible. 


Hitler would flank the water route from 
Britain to Gilbraltar. Gibraltar itself would 
be isolated. And the Nazis would have a 
jumping-off place against the Americans 
and British on Northern Africa. 


But such choice would mean the eventual 
invasion of Spain by the United Nations, 
and its transformation into a battlefield 
where renewed civil war might ensue. 

On the other hand, were Franco to op- 
pose military resistance to any German 
demands for right of way, that decision 
would not save Spain either, though it 
might offer promise of survival for El 


Caudillo himself—inasmuch as the Axis ;

Wanderings of T. R. Ybarra 
From One Subject to Another 


“Young Man of the World,” by T. BR. Ybarra. (ives 
Washburn, Inc., New York.) 


ERE is a psychoanalyst’s-eye view of 

T. R. Ybarra, son of that irresistible 
swashbuckler, Gen. Ybarra of Venezuela, and 
Nelly Russell of Boston and Plymouth, 
Mass., to whom readers were introduced 
last year in “Young Man of Caracas.” 

As the present title suggests, young Ybar 
ra, in whose blood Venezuela and Back Bay 
are at odds, is first of all a rover. He wan- 
ders not only all over the world, but also 
all around his subject, writing in asides and 
without chronology. But if he confuses the 
reader, he does it entertainingly. 

Ybarra’s education was a conglomeration, 
received haphazardly in North America, 
South America and Bavaria, topped off with 
a degree from Harvard, sans a Phi Beta 
Kappa key. His post-Harvard business life 
was as erratic until he found his niche as 
a reporter for the New York Times, and 
managed a little pin money by writing 
poetry on the side. However, as he climbed 
the ladder at the Times,-he received a stiff- 
er assignment and a new locale—Europe! 

« > > 

With unorthodox levity, Ybarra shares 
his glimpses and anecdotes of the world’s 
great: Hugo Stinnes, the “King of Infl# 
tion,” President Hindenburg, Hijalmar 
Schacht and Mussolini. He is less facetious 
in writing about Hitler, Franco, Sibelius, 
Archduke Otto of Hapsburg and President 
Benes of Czecho-Slovakia, 

Ybarra also writes seriously about post 
war Europe and our relations with South 
America. He foresees no enduring peace 
possible for Europe, and cites the compll- 
cated case histories of Poland, the Baltic 
republics, Finland andthe age-old hatred 
of France and Germany as_proof. He deals 
with the proposed post-war plans for Gem 
many: extermination, subjugation, collabora 
tion, or the sepatation of Germany into 
smaller states with no central gover 
ment, Ybarra favors the last, although his 
arguments lack conviction. 

Americans should heed his “10 don’ts” i 
dealing with South America. Ybarra writes 
at white heat when he says that the United 
States should not “give the green light to 
foreign rivals” in its trade and diplomatic 
relations in South America. In opposition 
to some of the more liberal post-war plans, 
Ybarra would still keep all America for the 
Americans. He does suggest that the Unit 
ed States exercise that protection over its 
smaller South American neighbors 
Walter Lippmann recently advocated as the 
duty of all large nations toward the weak.

A test mobilization of the Fourth 
Battalion, St. Louis County unit of 
the First Infantry Regiment of the 


Missouri State Guard was effected 
within 90 minutes after an unex- 
pected call was sent out by the 
battalion’s commanding officer, 
Maj.

p. m,. yesterday. 

The call, issued for the purpose 
of determining how quickly the 
unit could be formed in an emer- 
gency, took many of the members 
of the battalion’s four companies 
from their dinner tables and sent 
them scurrying ,to barracks at 
Clayton, University City and Fer- 
guson. At company barracks the 
men took their equipment and pro- 
ceeded to Normandy High School 
football field, where the call desig- 
nated the battalion would meet.

Says Treasury Is Restudying 


Question of Compulsory 
Saving. 


The new tax program to be sub- 
mitted to Congress is still up in 
the air, with the Treasury Depart- 
ment currently restudying the 
whole question of compulsory sav- 
ings, monthly income tax install- 
ment payments.and other meas- 
ures which have been suggested to 
help harassed taxpayers shoulder 
the increasingly heavy burden of 
financing the war, Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
declared here today. 

He paid a brief visit to St. Louis 
to assist in launching the nine-bil- 
lion-dollar Victory Loan drive in 
the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 


trict, addressing bankers from all 
parts of the district at an infor- 
mal conference. Press of business 
in Washington prevented him 
from attending a luncheon of 600 
campaign workers at Hotel Jeffer- 
son today, however. 

In a newspaper interview short- 
ly before he and his wife boarded 
a plane for Washington, Secretary 
Morgenthau confined himself to 
generalities on tax questions. He 
did say that the next tax bill will 
be an anti-inflationary as well as 
a revenue measure, implying that 
the threat of inflation is still a 
matter of concern in Washington. 
The Treasury Department is not 
considering any move to bar early 
cashing of war bonds, he declared 
emphatically. “Whoever is in the 
Treasury when the war is over 
and won would not want to put 
any such restrictions on the E 
bonds, or people’s bonds, as they 
are called,” he added. 
Delinquency in tax payments 
thus far has been “unbelievably 
small,” Secretary Morgenthau re- 
ported, pointing out that every ef- 
fort is being made to work out 
plans for continuation of this ex- 
cellent showing as far as possible. 
In reply to a question, he stated 
that all of the money and securi- 
ties in the Philippines when hostil- 
ities started was brought out in a 
submarine. He declined to say how 
much was involved.

Record Borowing Drive to Raise 
9 Billion Dollars Begins. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The United States Treasury today 
launched the biggest war financ- 
ing campaign in world history. To 
meet the steadily increasing costs 
of war, the Treasury will borrow 
nine ‘ billion dollars during the 
month—getting a large portion of 
it from issuance of three new-type 
Treasury securities which Secre- 
tary Morgenthau termed “adapted 
for every type of investor.” 

President Roosevelt started the 
drive by purchasing the first $1000 
bond recently and today called on 
Americans to support the cam- 
paign. 

“Tt is one of our jobs here at 
home,” Roosevelt said, “to provide 
the untold billions of dollars that 
are needed to help win this war. 

“T know that millions—more 
than 23 million—are already buy- 
ing war bonds out of their regular 
pay every pay day. But there are 
other millions of individual inves- 
tors, corporations, custodians. of 
trust funds and states, who have 
idle money in the bank, 

“That money has got to go to 
work for our country. We have 
got to make our dollars fighting 
dollars by investing them in Gov- 
ernment bonds. The new victory 
loan gives us a chance to make 
those dollars fight.”

I must conduct you back to the 
west—to France, where. another 


vivid scene in this strange, melan- 
choly drama has been unfolded.

body’s “sphere of influence,” but 
that she makes her own decisions 
without the advice of outsiders, 
and in the present world emer- 
gency, she scrupulously lives up 
to her pledges of continental soli- 
darity and collaboration. 

The city of Montevideo lies at 
the mouth of the Rio de La Plata, 
which is the highway to. all the 
important cities and populous 
centers of Argentina. Buenos Aires 
itself lies 125 miles up the La 
Plata estuary from the Uruguayan 
capital. As one of our high naval 
officers put it, “with the co-opera- 
tion of Uruguay, Argentina’s

Argentina could be bottled up in 
the great river quite as effectively 
as three old British cruisers bot- 
tled up Hitler's pocket battleship, 
Graf Spee.” 


Axis Activity. 

But Paraguay is another story. 
Germans have been allowed the 
greatest freedom of movement, in 
spite of the fact that the govern- 
ment broke relations with the 
Axis powers last January. Nazi 
agents from Argentina have little 
or no difficulty in traveling back 
and forth between Argentina and 
Paraguay. Paraguay is a gate 
way for totalitarian penetration of 
Brazil and the other anti-Axis na- 
tions of the Continent. 

As in several other countries, we 
made loans to Paraguay for build- 
ing airfields and roads. Yet there 
has been little genuine co-opera- 
tion. There have been several cases 
of actual insults, and more than 
one serious mistreatment of United 
States engineers and others sent 
into the country to direct construc- 
tion of these projects. 

Bolivia has not only severed all 
ties with Germany, Japan and 
Italy, but along with Axis diplo- 
mats she has sent out of the coun- 
try a large number of dangerous 
Axis nationals. There are still 
many Germans and Italians left, 
some of whom are reputed to be 
secret agents, watching for a 
chance to sabotage mines and other 
enterprises that furnish us with 
tin, tungsten and other vital ma- 
terials. 


Bolivia Friendly to U. S. 


However, so far as I could see in 
several sections of the republic, the 
Bolivian government has co-oper- 
ated with us freely. Friends of the 
Axis still attempt to stir up preju- 
dice against us, and they find will- 
ing ears among the ultra-national- 
istic elements in the nation. But 
the President, General Enrique 
Penaranda, is certainly friendly to 
the United States. On the same 
plane which took me from La Paz, 
a son of his left for the United 
States to begin a five-year college 
course. 

But before President Penaranda 
came to power, German penetra- 
tion in Bolivia had risen to alarm- 

ing proportions, Only a few years 
ago the famed German general of 
the other world war, Hans Kundt, 
Was commander in chief of the 
Bolivian armed forces. It will also 
be remembered that the late Ernst 
Roehm, Hitler’s so-called friend of 
the Munich blood purge, was the 
chief instructor to Polivian army 
officers. And three years ago Ger- 
man Busch, born in Bolivia of a 
German father and a_ Bolivian 
mother, became President of the 
republic. 

In the remote hinterland of Bo- 
livia I found eloquent evidences of 
German influence. From Rio de 
Janeiro I flew by a new route over 
the wildest, most undeveloped re- 
gions of Brazil and Bolivia, across 
the nothern end of the Gran Chaco 
and the steeming jungles of east- 
ern Bolivia. I passed a night at 
Santa Cruz, which is Bolivia’s out- 
post of civilization, east of the 
Andes, a town which has changed 
little since the days when Spanish 
colonial soldiers and padres 
planted it there. 


German-Built Airlines. 

Here in this isolated region the 
extent to which the Germans had 
developed aviation in the Andean 
republic was amazing. These Ger- 
man lines extended not only to the 


various cities and towns on the 
highlands where Bolivian civiliza- 
tion is concentrated, but through 
the wild Chaco and Amazon low- 
lands. At Santa Cruz they had 
erected a great airport, one build- 
ing topped off with a two-story 
giass dome. In connection with it 
was a hotel, one of the best hotels I 
found in South America outside of 
the large cities. This was only one 
of several such installations in the 
Bolivian hinterland. There is no 
question that the Germans had 
elaborate plans far beyond the 
mere commercial flying they were 
doing. Fortunately the Bolivian 
government has taken over these 
lines and now co-operates with the 
Pan American-Grace Airways in 
their operation, 

It was in the Bolivian Chaco that 
I also found other evidences of in- 
ternational ambitions and rivalry. 
Brazil is constructing a railroad 
from the old river town of Corum- 
ba, on the upper Paraguay River, 
to Santa Cruz, hundreds of miles 
across the jungle. Work is pro- 
ceeding at quite a pace. As I flew 
from Corumba to Santa Cruz, I 
looked down on nearly 100 miles 
already completed.

It never once occurred to me to 
flee, and not one of the score of 
officers and men there left either.’

A 500-pound armor-piercing bomb 
was knocked loose from the plane 
and glanced off the stack. It 
bored through to a compartment 
four decks below but did not ex- 
plode. 

A second smaller bomb from the 
same ship exploded, causing a fire, 
and a third bomb went into the 
flight deck, exploding and spread- 
ing fire. The plane’s engine 
crashed through into a compart- 
ment, but everyone there, 10 pilots, 
five radio men and five squadron 
leaders escaped uninjured through 
a door.’ The engine fell into the 
center of the compartment. The 
20 men had been in the rear, 


Now Jap torpedo planes sped ip, 
so low over the water that it was 
difficult to pick up the blue-gray 
silhouettes against the clouds and 
ocean. They had penetrated our 
screen, 

This was exactly three minutes 
after the dive-bombers came at us. 
Seven torpedo planes came from 
three directions. One was quickly 
shot down.

One 
burst into a ball of fire directly 
over our ship, but in falling it 
cleared the flight deck and crashed 
into the water. A second, trailing 
smoke when last seen, didn’t get 
far.

Bridge Blown to Pieces in Battle | 
‘In Which Admiral Scott Died 


Graphic Account by Captain of Lost Cruiser 
of Engagement Off Solomon Islands

GUADALCANAL, Solomon Is- 
land, Nov. 16 (Delayed) (AP),— 
An eyewitness account of the Nov. 
12 to 14 battle off Savo Island, in 
which the Japanese Navy took a 
beating comparable to the one 
David gave Goliath, ‘was told to- 
day by the Captain of a light 
United States cruiser which was 
sunk, 

During the engagement, _ the 
Japs lost one battleship, three 
heavy cruisers, two light cruisers, 
five destroyers, four cargo ships, 
eight transports and an estimated 
35,000 Army personnel which was 
aboard the transport; naval per- 
sonnel casualties which went with 
ship losses, 25 bombers and six 
Zero fighter planes. 

Our losses were two light cruis- 
ers and seven destroyers, 

The Captain's story follows:

tance at 1:50 a. m. Friday the 
13th. 

“Suddenly without warning a 
Japanese light cruiser flooded us 
with searchlights. The first salvo 
from them struck us fairly amid- 
ships on the port side. 

“We were in formation with de- 
stroyers ahead, cruisers in the cen- 
ter of the line and destroyers aft. 
Some of our officers saw what 
they thought to be a heavy cruiser, 
but the only thing I saw were 
destroyers. 

Damage to Bridge. 

“The searchlight on our port 
side from the light cruiser flooded 
us. We opened fire on the ship 
that flooded us. Apparently we 
were hit quickly by eight-inch 
gunfire from heavy cruiser fire 
coming from the direction oppo- 
site from the searchlight. 

“Probably less than a minute 
later, after we'd fired a couple o 
salvoes, we were again hit by the 
eight-inchers. 

“We had two contacts to star- 
board ahead of us. There was at 
least one light cruiser in point 
blank attack on us. Most of our 
damage was on the port side and 
most of it was done to the bridge 
structure. | 

“In a very short time, we lost 
complete control of the ship from 
the bridge. We hadn’t any power. 
We took two torpedoes in our hull 
and they knocked out our engines, 
leaving us no steam and no power. 

U. S. Guns Lighter, 

“We only had five-inch guns. 
Maybe we gave him some topside 
damage, but we didn’t put. out his 
lights; The light cruiser was 
about 3000 yards away at this 
time. It was the only ship we 
fired on, for we were out of com- 
mission almost immediately, 

“We were only in the fight for a 
minute or so. The first torpedo 
hit us immediately. The second 
torpedo put out our plotting room 
80 we couldn’t control our fire. 
Many of our turrets were out of 
commission, but later I found that 
some of our turrets could be op- 
erated by hand power. 

“We got off about 42 rounds 
altogether. 

“Then we were hit with 14 eight- 
inch shells both in the hull and 
upper works, with some six-inch- 
ers on the starboard side. We were 
perfectly helpless and just watched 
the rest of the battle. 

“Another cruiser queried us: ‘Is 
that Jap cruiser out there?’ 

“I replied, ‘I think so.’ She then 
fired a salvo and disabled the Jap, 
which blew up within a minute.

“I really don’t know how I got 
off the bridge: It was just blown 
to pieces. It just happened that 
what I was doing caused me to 
move. around from port to star- 
board: At the time the bridge was 
hit, I-was trying to get the torpedo 
officer to plot the position. Just 
as I went to the starboard the port 
side was hit. When the starboard 
side was hi’: I had gone to the port 
side 


“The first hit on the starboard 
side’ of the bridge killed almost 
everyone there, including Rear Ad- 
miral Norman Scott. Our armor 
plating took a big hole and I was 
standing just outside. 


(The death of Admiral. Scott, 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
ert Scott of Kirkdood, Mo was 
announced by the Navy Nov. 17. 
His wife lives at Georgetown,Md., 
and a son, Norman Scott Jr., is 
a senior in the naval academy 
at Annapolins. A second son, 
Michael, also survives. 


“I was knocked back by a light 
watertight door, but it didn’t hurt 
me. Just prior to that I had been 
to the starboard side and had seen 
Scott, glasses to his eyes, looking 
out. I left the starboard side and 
when I returned there was the 
body of Admiral Scott. I had to 
step over it. This was about two 
minutes after the battle started. 


“There were about 28 people on 
the bridge and only two or: three 
of us got out. The bodies were 
just piled up there. One officer 
was not killed outright but had 
both arms broken and a bad leg 
injury. I don’t know if he died 
subsequently. 


“In addition, a lieutenant and a 
signalman were both badly injured 
but got out. All the rest were 
killed instantly. One ensign was 


fy decapitated. We made no attempt to 


remove the bodies. The trouble 
was there was a bad fire raging in 
the bridge structure and I think 
every body was burned to a crisp. 
I don’t think there was a chance 
of identifying anyone except by 
identification tags. 


“We had hundreds of enlisted 
men aboard and 45 officers, includ- 
ing the flag staff. Of the officer 
personnel, 18 were killed outright 
and seven were wounded. One 
later died of wounds. About 19 
got out without injury. 


“Of the enlisted men, 136 were 
killed, 76 wounded and 14 were 
missing. Three died later of 
wounds and those are not included 
in those I listed as wounded, 


Towed Off and Sunk, 

“By this time, we were rapidly 
taking on water. We had no pow- 
er and one of our cruisers offered 
to sink the ship if I thought it 
was advisable and would remove 
the crew.. About 3 p. m. Friday 
we held a conference. It was only 
a question of time that we’d do 
down, so the decision was made to 
open her up and let her go down. 


“We opened the seacocks and 
put a charge in her bottom when 
we were in 90 fathoms of water, a 
spot to which we had been towed. 
There, just short of a mile from 
Savo Island, the gallant ship went 
down.” 

Among the cruiser’s casualties 
was “Lucky,” reputed to be the 
best-fed dog in the world. Lucky, 
a nondescript mongrel with the 
body of a dachshund, legs of a 
terrier and ears indicating an ami- 
able disposition, had been aboard 
since the first days of the war.

Now, at the conclusion of nearly 
a year’s active duty in the Pacific 
war area during which American 
forces have fought the enemy time 
and again and proved more than 
a match for them, he said:

Officer. Killed in Solomons

NEW YORK, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
United States District Judge John 
W. Clancy directed a trial jury 
today to acquit Helmut Leiner, 
wn gy gardener accused of aiding 

o of the eight Nazi saboteurs, of 
a charge of treason. 

After Leiner had been ordered 
héld for whatever action the Gov- 
ernment wished to take following 
the directed -verdict, United States 
Attorney Mathias Correa an- 
nounced he would file a presiden- 
tial warrant against Leiner “as a 
dangerous enemy.” 

Prosecutor's Objection. 


stance of the treason charged had 
been “overwhelmingly proved.” 

The prosecutor asserted that “no 
one can fail to recognize the con- 
sternation and confusion which 
would arise in the minds of the 
public were a court to hold that 
one man, for doing certain acts 
such as those proved of this de- 
fendant, is to be deemed a traitor, 
subject to sentence of death, while 
another man, for doing exactly the 
same acts, is to be held innocent 
of any and all wrong-doing and let 
go scot free.” 

“All of these acts are either trea- 
son or they are no crime at all, or 
there is no other’ statute that 
makes them criminal,” Correa said, 
“To hold that they are not treason 
is to leave this country defenseless 
against that most insidious kind 
and type of internal aggression at 
which our enemies are most adept.” 

In Washington, Attorney General 
Biddle prepared to order Leiner’s 
internment. Officials who declined 
to be quoted by name said Biddle 
decided on the interment order im- 
mediately on learning of the di- 
rected verdict. They said Leiner 
would be confined for the duration 
of the war. 

Accused of Aiding Saboteurs. 

Leiner, 33 years old and Ger- 
man-born, was acoused of extend- 
ing aid and comfort to Werner 
Thiel and Edward John Kerling, 
two of the German experts in 
sabotage who landed on American 
shores last June and subsequently 
were captured and tried by a mili- 
tary commission in Washington. 

Thiel and Kerling were among 
the six executed in the District 
of Columbia prison after convic- 
tion. 

Leiner went on trial Nov. 23, the

Leiner was charged specifically 
with changing large denomination 
bills for Kerling and arranging a 
Central Park rendezvous between 
Kerling and the latter’s friend, 
Miss Hedwig Engemann, York- 
shire waitress, who has pleaded 
quilty to misprision of treason.

EEP the little ones occupied, 
K They thrive under a routined 

day. When they know what is 
going to happen from hour to 
hour, they feel sure of themselves 
but if they never know what is to 
happen next, are never certain as 
to mealtime, playtime, rest time, 
bath and bedtime, they become as 
erratic as their program and dif- 
ficult to manage, 

Little children, those under five 
years of age, do best under a pro- 
gram of monotonous variety. Their 
hours are planned so that meal- 
time is set, but not the kind of 
food; playtime is set but not the 
game; bedtime is set but not the 
story, nor the kind of nightdress, 
nor the bed toy that goes with it.

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The Problem 
Of Shortage 
Of Doctors

N 1940 when the draft law was 
| passea, we had four classes of 

medical students in our medical 
schools, already at some stage in 
the progress of their education. 

The Army and Navy very wisely 
exempted these people from the 
draft, allowed them to finish their 
education and take their hospital 
interneship. New freshman classes 
were enrolled in the Fall of 1941 
and when the tempo of medical 
educatica was changed, we enrolled 
a class of freshman students in 
the Spring of 1942. 

These students are all “frozen” 
for military duty. Many of them 
are now in the service, but at the 
present time there are a number 
of young men of draft age who 
under normal circumstances would 
study medicine. A great many of 
these are.afraid of the cry of 
“slacker” if they go into medical 
study now because it means they 
will be in civilian occupation for 
at least five years.

THE PROBLEM IS a_ very 
serious one because it means that 
possibly for several years after 
1948 medical schools will graduate 
@ very much smaller class of phy- 
sicians and this, added to the 
shortage which already exists in 
military as well as civilian medical 
man power, will be a serious haz- 
ard. , 

It would be foolish to point out 
,this problem without having some 
suggestions as to how to deal with 
it and after thinking it over, I 
have the following tentative plan 
to propose. In the first place, 
women should be encouraged as 
much as possible to study medi- 
cine, ‘ 

In many schools as much as five 
per cent of the student personnel 
is made up by women and there is 
no reason why this shouldn't be in- 
creased to 10 or 20 per cent. I be- 
lieve the Surgeon General’s Office, 
working with the American Medi- 
cal Associatidn and the faculties of 
colleges, should select young men 
who have a natural bent toward 
medicine (for instance, the sons 
of physicians) and designate them 
for medical training.

STRANGE thing has come 
Aover many of us these days. 

We're not afraid, we're not in- 
different. But. our spifits seem to 
be living in a ‘state of “suspended 
animation.” Actually we have sur- 
rendered to the war as surely as 
if we were captives in some con- 
centratiqn camp. 


Some day peace will come, say 
we.

A four-min- 
ute icing, to be sure! This easy 
and popular frosting is even easier 
to make with corn syrup, because 
it requires only about half as much 
beating over boiling water; and it 
will never, never crystallize. What 
it will do, if you overcook it, is to 
get lumpy-looking when spread; 
but even this doesn’t affect its eat- 
ing qualities of smoothness and 
fluffiness—only its appearance. So 
for beauty’s sake, be careful to 
take it off the heat and spread it 
on the cake the instant it is stiff 
enough to hold firm peaks, .. ~ 
Yellow Cake With 4Minute Icing: 
Two cups cake flour, two tea- 
spoons double-action baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
half cup butter, one-third cup sug- 
ar, two-thirds cup light corn’ syr- 
up, two eggs, separated, one-fourth 
cup milk, one teaspoon vanilla. 
Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with baking powder 
and salt. Cream butter thorough- 
ly, blend in sugar, add half the 


..gorn syrup, and beat until fluffy. 


Add egg yolks and again beat un- 
til light. Add flour mixture alter- 
nately with milk in several por- 
tions, beating well after each addi- 
tion. Stir in vanilla. Beat whites 
until stiff and gradually beat in 
rest of corn syrup to make a stiff 
meringue. Pour into a baking 
sheet (11x15 inches) lined with 
waxed paper, and bake in a moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees) for 20 min- 
utes, until golden brown. Turn out 
and cool on cake rack before cov- 
ering with icing made as follows: 
Combine one and one-third cups 
light corn syryp, two unbeaten egg 
whites, and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt in top of double boiler. Place 


‘over boiling water and beat with 


rotary egg beater for three to four 
minutes, or until stiff enough to 
hold peaks. Remove from heat im- 
mediately, add one teaspoon vanilla 


and beat until mixed; spread. 


quickly (and thickly) over cake, 
Sprinkle with chopped nuts if de- 
sired. About eight servings.
